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Headmaster's  message 


A  recent  survey  of  our  students  (526)  shows  the  diversity  within  our  school  population.  The  455 
families  we  serve  speak  twenty-seven  different  languages  as  the  "home"  language.  Approximately 
71%  speak  English,  7%  French,  3%  Chinese,  3%  Arabic,  and  2%  Greek.  The  twenty-two  other 
"home"  languages  represent  between  0.2  and  1.5%.  Such  diversity  of  background  can  only  enrich 
our  lives  at  Selwyn  House. 

We  help  prepare  students  to  take  their  place  in  a  world  increasingly  global  in  its  outlook  and  in 
a  workplace  more  and  more  international  in  its  focus.  The  cosmopolitan  nature  of  the  school  en- 
hances our  opportunities  to  learn  from  each  others'  differences  and  to  understand  better  the  world 
for  which  we  are  preparing  our  students. 

If  one  of  our  objectives  is  to  provide  legitimate  educational  experiences  that  are  rich  and  varied, 
then  a  diverse  student  population  is  a  starting  point.  If  another  objective  is  to  send  out  lifelong 
learners,  then  living  that  diversity  at  school  is  foundation  upon  which  to  build.

TTie  Wrestling  Team's  schedule  was  a  tough  one.  Competing  against  clube  which  have  the  advantage  of  practicing  year-round,  the 
Selwyn  House  wrestlers  found  themselves  pitted  against  well  trained,  highly  schooled  individuals,  some  of  whom  are  members  of 
national  teams.  In  each  meet,  the  host  club  fielded  an  all-star  team  comprised  of  the  best  individuals  from  the  clubs  in  the  area. 

Coach  Moore  was  impressed  with  the  Selwyn  House  students  response.  "Their  competitive  spirit  was  evident  and  although  the  com- 
petition was  tough,  they  maintained  their  spirit  and  determination".  The  spirit  of  this  group  is  illustrated  in  their  voluntary  training 
run  up  the  mountain  in  Saltzburg.
